crowd into their lives, fifteen minutes 
erery day of reading. 
A good daily 


newspaper gives the current news of 
importance and should be carefully read 
by every teacher, with a view of giving 
ii«r pupils '-talks" upon the moat im- 
portant events as they occur. 


What a world of food for such talks baa 


the papers given the last year, and bow 
full of interest to the boys. What les- 
s>ns ia patriotism! What inspirations 
to be told by the teacher of the wonder- 
ful battle of Manila, the destruction of 
Cerverit's fleet and the valiant charge of 
oar soldier boys np San Juan bill! And 
then the geography, history, climate 
and customs of the peoplo inha^ting 
those islands. 


At least one good, stanthrrl magazine 


should find a welcome ia tho teacher's 
home and its contents thoroughly read. 
Tlie "Review of Review*" which con- 
tains in addition to its valuable leading 
arliclo* and its exhaustive "Current 
Events," aa epitome of th« best of nil 
tho atafatiaos, from iu pages one can 
k««p abmit of the magazine literature 
ot th*» day, for in our bony liven «e mn»t 
avoi 1 tho waste of time in reading that 
which "profiteth na nothing."

General Ludlow gives the following 


pen picture of the present state Of af- 
fairs m Havana, and it is a very clear 
insight into the delectable Spanish 
methods: "Havana is in a deplorable 
sondition. Tbe Spaniards have left it 
bankrupt, unable to pay its employes, 
who have lacked their salaries for many 
months. 
The prisons, asylums and 


homes for the destitute arc without 
supplies, fuod or medicine. The sani- 
tary condition is frightful. 
Almost in- 


conceivable abuses exist. The retiring 
Spanish authorities have pillaged al- 
most every building destined for public 
use, stripping all of everything of value, 
with a few exceptions, and leaving be- 
hind only the accumulated filth of gen- 
erations. Havana is left with scarcely 
an attribute of modern civilization and 
practically in the sanitary condition of 
a ciiy of two csuturies ago." 


Captain "Bob" Evans, the bulldog of 


our navy, in a t,bort spsech before the 
Union League club of New York the 
other evening paid, "We went to war to 
lick the Spaniards because they sink 
the Maine, and I am not ashamed to 


Sehley's oct-an bloodhounds, aad to ear 
tain destruction, by Blanco** orders 
from Havana. 
Blanco retorts tbat a 


more efficient naval commander would 
have succeedel ia getting away or, at 
least, would have sunk two or three of 
the American warships. Recently Blan 
co published a signed statement ia a 
Spanish newopaper calling Cervera vile 
names, pronouncing him dishonest, a 
traitor and a liar. This bas fanned the 
flurry to wnite heat Sagaata has been 
asked to put salve on the difficulty.

Of Blanco, we 
know tbat be never won em » skir- 
mish: tbat he used to stride through bis 
garden in Havana on nice nights, sur- 
rounded by a body guard, and tell the 
stars what great things he meant to do, 
and that the stars used to give him the 
augb. We know, also, that he pas'ed 
lies on the walls and old barns cf Hava- 
na proclaiming howDewey had been an- 
eibilatod, how Boston had been bom- 
barded by Cervera's guns and how Ha- 
vana was more impregnable than Qib 
raltar: that he insulted Consul General 
Lee: that he left Santiago to its 
fate 


that after the war was over be wailed 
because he hadn't been given a chance 
at the Yankees. 


We know, finally, tbat he slunk off to 


Spain like a whipped cur and left one 
of his generals to bear the humiliation 
of surrendering to these same Yankees. 
Tersely, this Blanco was a big, bej iw- 
eled, beribboned figurehead—a w 
flower—a prm^e of bluster, afraid to 
stand on his own acts. Cervera is more 
like au American gentleman than a rep- 
resentative of ignorant Spain. X hope 
the gallant old admiral may find Blan- 
co'a solar plexus at the first ptraetr.

Late in the mouth of December, 


1778, Thomas Inis and bis son, Rose, 
then about 1C years old, were on one 
of the small marsh Islands which lie 
In the frith of the Savannah river. 
Savannah was then a small town, held 
by the American army of patriots and 
the war of the revolution was in full 
progress throughout the colonies. 


From the information furnished me 


It does not appear what Mr. Inis and 
Itose were doing on the marsh; but 
they had a sailboat anchored in a 
creek, and for some reason Mr. Inis 
took the boat and returned in it to 
Savannah, leaving bis son alone on 
the island until he should come back.

SENSATIONAL. ESCAPES. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 20.— A hotel fire 


with sensational escapes took place be- 
tween 3 and 4 A. M. today.

McGraw is depending on some 
such contingency, "while his opponent has 
not a single vote to spare.

members who are unseated on contests 
pending a full hearing of their cases by 
the committee on elections when there Is 
not time to hear such cases before the 
balloting for senator. While the fight

Thar half a 
eeond has saved many a life—for m- 
tance. \\here tlic blow, not being 
struck lull in the body, but only on 
he cd.co of it. the cobra slipped off 
he body In the mere impetus of the

Ass-nun ins:, however, that the blow 
las been struck full on the bod.\ of tho 
ictim. the cobra imnudiately after the 
How wriggles his head either to the 
ight or to the left.. This act of tuni- 
ng helps to squeeze the poison gland 
situated ou that side to which the 
•obra has turned, and thus to Inject 
he poison over the puncture ou that 
side. After this discharge the cobra 
isually drops off the limb in an inert 
uass as if considerably, though tuuip- 
irarily. weakened by the loss of the 
ireeious fluid. Thote may. of course. 
»e sullieient secretion still left in the 
>ag to give a second bite immediately 
.U'ter, but in that case the wound may 
lot ueci\ssaiily be fatal.
